TOWN MEETING 

Ratepayers Discuss Civic Business 
with Council 

It wag a splendid compliment paid 
to the civic administration of last 
year when a large and representative 
assembly of ratepayers, after a thor¬ 
ough discussion of the business of the 
past year, voted unanimously in sup¬ 
port of a motion of thanks and appre¬ 
ciation for services well rendered by 
the Mayor and Council. It was justly 
coming (to them. 

The annual town meeting in some 
places is not much of an affair. Not 
so in Vulcan, at least on this occa¬ 
sion. There is seldom dissatisfaction 
where there is proper understanding, 
and the method of the meeting gave 
every opportunity to those who listen 
to learn. 

Every mem bar of the Council was 
present at the meeting, and it was cer¬ 
tainly a satisfaction to them to dis¬ 
cuss the business of the town with so 
many who demonstrated their interest 
by being present, and that night was 
a busy night in Vulcan. 

Mayor Butchart presided and pre¬ 
sented a very comprehensive report, 
covering the business of the entire 
year, and included the several reports 
of the council oommittees, as well as 
the reports of government officers as 
to sanitation, fire protection and milk 
supply. What was not taken from the 
reading of the report was given full 
explanation in reply to questions sub¬ 
mitted and the discussions which fol¬ 
lowed. Altogether it was an entirely 
satisfactory business meeting, and 
better than that, the town was proven 
to be in a very excellent condition in 
every respect, even in regard to fin¬ 
ances. Obligations had been well 
met, and there was little burden of 
debt. There remains a considerable 
amount of uncollected taxes, a fair 
portion of which is business taxes, 
and these are properly considered a 
splendid asset, for some had been paid 
since the period covered by the report. 
By comparison, Vulcan is certainly in 
a position decidedly better than most 
of towns. The financial statement and 
report of auditor was presented by 
Secretary Flood and is printed in de¬ 
tail in this issue of The Advocate. 

The reference to public health, con¬ 
tained the satisfactory statement that 
the town had a good milk supply from 
tuberculin-tested cows, and consum¬ 
ers give credit for excellent service. 

The report of the provincial inspec¬ 
tor, covering the condition of stores, 
shops, laundries, hotel, livery barns, 
restaurants, schools and almost every¬ 
thing, testified to all being satisfac¬ 
tory and a credit to the town. 

The fire committee reported that its 
work had not been very heavy, only 
small chimney fires having occurred. 
A motor truck had been purchased and 
propeyly equipped for carrying the 
fire-fighting apparatus. 

The finance committee reported that 
the method of single taxation had been 
adopted only after much discussion, 
but they were of opinion that it had 
worked very well. 

The chairman of the library board 
gave his report. A grant of 3300 had 
been received from the provincial gov¬ 
ernment which was being used for the 
purchase of new books. 

The discussion of things in general 
included a consideration of the tree 
planting policy of the council, side¬ 
walks, business hours, licenses, school 
accommodation, skating rink, and 
many other subjects. Chief attention 
was given to the rink proposition, and 
to the by-law for the issue of deben¬ 
tures to raise the money for rink con¬ 
struction, and th^. meeting appeared to 
be almost unanimous In support of the 
scheme. The vote on the by-law will 
take place on Monday, February 6th. 

The meeting, on motion, recom¬ 
mended the new council to act imme¬ 
diately in the matter of collecting past 
due business taxes, and in future to 
take steps to collect any business 
taxes unpaid thity days after tax 
notices are sent out. 

Attention was directed to the fact 
that Monday, February 6th, between 
the hours of 11 and 12 o’clock, nomina¬ 
tions would be received for mayor, 
three councillors and four school trus¬ 
tees, and all were urged to give con¬ 
cern to the selection of candidates 
suitable to the positions,

HAS IMMENSE AREA 


Much Geological Work Yet to be Per¬ 
formed Before Oil Area is Explored 
and Developed 


Dr. John A. Allan, professor of Geo¬ 
logy of the University of Alberta in 
an interesting address given recently, 
gave valuable information of the im¬ 
mense possibilities of this province. 
Alberta, in her oil fields, contains 
natural resources, the wealth of which 
is almost beyond calculation. In this 
province there are 80,000 square miles, 
representing 60 million acres, which 
show indications of structures on the 
surface that are worthy of careful ex¬ 
amination for oil accumulations by 
drilling. Alberta has an area of pbouc

length of 766 miles and an average 
-width of 336 miles. Of this area ap¬ 
proximately 40,000 square mile 3 are 
mountains and 15,000 square miles are 
represented by pre-Caambrian rocks In 
the northeast comer of Alberta. In 
these 56,000 square miles there are no 
oil potentialities. The remaining 
200,000 square miles are underlaid by 
rocks in which there might be oil ac¬ 
cumulations. Sixty percent of this 
area has been ruled out by the geolo¬ 
gist from information on the struc¬ 
ture, as improbable for oil accumula¬ 
tion on accobnt of the character of the 
rock and on account of the great depth 
of the possible oil horizons. The re¬ 
maining 60,000,000 acres, show some
